Over  and  over  did  he  declare  that  the 
jail  fails  to  correct,  the  penitentiary 
doe-  not  reform.  The  dread  of  jail, 
penitentiary  or  punishment  does  not 
deter.  Instead  of  fear  must  be  in- 
stilled a  love  for  truth  and  right.

Tells  Story  to  Jailer  Mullins  of  How 
He  Tramped  Twenty-Two  Miles,  in 
The  Dee 


Toledo.  <>..  Jan.  1.".. -Fifty  pa-- 
-engers  on  the  Big  Four  train  Xo.  2 
fr<  m  Detroit  to  Cincinnati,  are  re- 
H>rted  to  have  been  injured  in  a 
vieck  which  occurred  Sunday  after- 
ioon  four  mile-  south  of  Carey.  O. 
Two  of  the  day  coaches  left  the 
track  on  account  of  spreading  rails. 

Five  physicians  from  Carey  were 
hurried  to  the  scenes  of  the  wreck 
ind  many  of  the  injured  were  taken 
to  a  hospital  in  Kenton.  Several  of 
those  hurt,  but  not  seriously,  were 
cared  for  by  the  residents  of  Carey. 

The  train  left  Detroit  at  7  a.  in.

John  Lofting,  a  citizen  of 
London  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  had  a  pas- 
sion for  fighting  fires.  Though 
never  a  member  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, he  always  responded 
to  an  alarm,  and  was  usually 
one  of  the  first  to  arrive  on  the 
scene.
